Why Check Out Books? 


Why bother with the red tape conneted with the due 
process of drawing books from the library? When one signs 
his name to the little card in the front of the book, he is not 
only bothoered with this trouble, but is expected to return 
the book sometime. He is also takes the chane of being asses- 
sed several shekels, if he doesn’t happen to finish with the 
book by the time the librarian expected him to. 

Sometimes one goes into the library to get a one and 
only book with the assignment for the fourth period class 
the next day with intentions of getting the lesson done on 
time, or a little before time for'a change. But when the 
precious volume appears to be conspicious in its absance, 
he decides that he did not want to study anyway; he will 
have: plenty of time before school, if he gets up a little earlier.

Although my days may be spent 
with Pope, Aristole, Galileo, St. Au- 
gustine of Voltar, when those rare 
moments of leisure come, Morley is 


the ideal companion. 

His essays alone would furnish 
material for a healthy theme. There 
are five volumes which confess to 
being essays; a sixth which is the 


adventures of Gissing, the synthetic 


dog; a seventh which is catalogued 
under “Travels”; and an eighth 
which presents some ideas on criti- 
cism. The Urchin, the Urchiness, 
Titania, and Dame Quickly all be- 
come familiar friends before one has 
finished the first volume. Literary 
acquaintance abound for Morley is an 
author of “Casuals of the Sea”; Law- 
rence Sterne, creator of “My Uncle 
Toby”; Hilaire Belloc, young poet;
